TOWN  TOPICS 


Fire  Ponds  .  .  . 

During  1967  the  Fire  Pond  in  South  Newbury  was  deep- 
ened by  about  four  feet  to  insure  an  adequate  supply  of 
available  water  during  the  dry  summer  months.  Final 
grading  and  planting  are  planned  for  1968. 

Also  during  1968  the  Fire  Department  will  explore  and 
determine  the  best  site  for  another  Fire  Pond  at  Mt.  Sun- 
apee.  Further  information  on  this  work  will  be  given  by 
the  Fire  Department  as  the  work  progresses. 

Old  Town  Records  .  .  . 

Many  fine  old  maps  and  records  have  been  found  during 
the  cleaning  work  in  the  Town  Vault.  These  are  being  eval- 
uated and  files  have  been  installed  to  provide  safe  and  ac- 
cessible storage  for  these  valuable  Town  papers. 

For  instance,  there  is  a  detailed  statement  covering  the 
land  purchase  and  building  of  the  Town  Hall  during  the 
summer  and  fall  of  1876,  totalling  just  under  $1,100.00. 
Copies  of  some  of  these  papers  will  be  furnished  the  Library 
for  reference  work. 

Sorting  has  been  done  according  to  an  established 
schedule.  Everything  is  kept  for  at  least  six  years,  but 
the  Town  is  keeping  such  records  for  eight  years.  After 
this  time  only  specific  papers  are  retained. 

Street    Lights  .  .  . 

Street  lighting  in  the  Town  of  Newbury  will  be  greatly 
improved  if  Public  Service,  Newport,  will  be  notified  when 
a  street  light  is  not  working  after  dark. 

There  is  no  patrol  to  check  street  lights.  Therefore,  it 
is  the  responsibility  of  each  resident  to  check  and  notify 
Public  Service. 

Town  Buildings  .  .  . 

During  1967  a  lot  of  work  was  done  on  Town  Buildings. 

The  Library  was  painted  with  the  interest  from  the  Jen- 
nie J.  Folsom  Library  Trust  Fund. 


The  Highway  Garage  was  painted  by  the  Highway 
Department  men. 

The  Brook-Keefe  Memorial  Hall  has  a  new  roof  par- 
tially on. 

The  Selectmen's  Office  has  been  painted  to  match  the 
Town  Hall.  The  office  has  been  redecorated  with  new  paint 
and  drapes;  and  a  framed  State  Seal  furnished  by  Rep. 
Kenneth  Sherman.  A  tiled  ceiling  has  been  installed  around 
flush-mounted  lights.  Overloaded  electric  circuits  were  re- 
placed to  give  safe  wiring.  The  conference  table  was  re- 
placed with  metal  desks. 

The  Town  Vault  has  been  rearranged  and  furnished 
with  metal  files  to  safely  store  permanent  records. 

The  former  Library  over  the  Town  Office  has  been  as- 
signed to  the  Planning  Board.  Lights  have  been  installed 
over  the  conference  table  formerly  used  by  the  Selectmen. 
This  room  will  provide  ample  wall  and  work  space  for  maps 
and  records  used  by  the  Board. 

Highway  Department  .  .  . 

The  condition  of  the  Town  roads  continues  to  improve 
each  year.  The  Town  Road  Aid  program  is  of  great  help 
since  by  Newbury  paying  $1,023.22  during  1968,  the  State 
will  pay  $6,821.47  for  major  work  on  a  specified  road.  At 
present  this  work  is  being  done  on  the  Between-the-Moun- 
tains  Road  from  the  Newbury  Cut. 

Such  work  plus  snow  handling  is  hard  work  and  does 
wear  out  equipment.  The  time  has  come  to  buy  a  new  truck. 
However,  the  truck  to  be  replaced,  a  1957  Mack  dump,  will 
not  be  traded,  but  will  be  kept  for  work  when  needed.  The 
trade-in  value  does  not  warrant  its  loss. 

Sub-division  Controls  .  .  . 

The  day  has  arrived  when  land  is  being  bought;  cut  into 
lots  facing  on  new  roads  that  meet  no  particular  specifica- 
tions, and,  most  of  all,  are  divided  into  lot  sizes  with  no 
regard  whatever  for  soil  conditions  that  may  or  may  not 
handle  safe  sewage  disposal. 


For  these  reasons  the  Planning  Board  and  the  State 
strongly  recommend  that  the  Town  approve  Article  8. 

Sewage  Disposal  Inspection  .  .  . 

Lake  Sunapee,  Lake  Todd,  town  ponds  and  brooks  are 
largely  responsible  for  the  great  number  of  summer  neigh- 
bors and  property  owners  we  enjoy  in  Newbury. 

Water  pollution  is  an  ever  increasing  problem.  Our  wa- 
ters in  Newbury  are  not  contaminated  by  factory  or  manu- 
facturing waste.  However,  household  waste  is  a  real  problem 
and  becoming  greater  each  year. 

Newbury,  New  London  and  Sunapee  Towns  this  year 
will  ask  their  voters  to  approve  a  small  appropriation 
(Article  9)  to  make  an  on-the-spot  inspection  of  each  prop- 
erty fronting  on  Lake  Sunapee  and  also  the  inlets  and  other 
water  sources  that  flow  into  the  Lake.  In  future  years  it 
is  hoped  that  all  waters  will  be  thoroughly  covered.

Subject:  Water  Survey  Report  -  1967 

As  approved  by  the  executive  committee  at  the  1967  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Association,  a  detailed  survey  of  the 
sanitary  quality  of  Lake  Sunapee  water  was  made  on  August 
28th  1967.  This  date  was  a  Monday,  immediately  following 
a  weekend  of  maximum  lakeside  population  and  use.    The 
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accompanying  map  shows  the  test  sites  together  with  the 
coliform  counts  per  100  ml  of  water. 

The  intent  of  the  1967  survey  was  to  sample  as  many 
areas  as  possible  with  high  pollution  potential  (as  indicated 
by  the  density  of  habitation  and  topographical  factors),  in 
order  to  discover  unsuspected  sources  of  pollution  and  also 
determine  the  source  of  past  high  coliform  counts  in  certain 
areas  of  the  lake,  particularly  Georges  Mills  and  Sunapee 
Harbor.  Table  I  lists  the  number  and  identifying  landmarks 
of  all  sampling  sites  for  the  1967  survey.  From  this  list  and 
from  the  map  it  can  be  seen  that  a  number  of  samples  con- 
tained, at  the  time  of  testing,  more  than  50  coliform  organ- 
isms per  100  ml  of  water.  This  is  the  maximum  coliform 
level  allowable  for  Class  A  surface  water.  Therefore  the 
1968  water  survey  and  septic  system  survey  should  first  con- 
centrate on  these  "high  count"  areas  to  determine  whether 
faulty  sewage  and  drainage  systems  are  responsible,  and 
further  to  take  official  action  to  eliminate  such  sources  of 
Lake  Sunapee  pollution  as  may  be  discovered. 

For  purposes  of  comparison,  Table  II  lists  the  1967  coli- 
form counts,  (single  sampling)  with  the  ten  year  summer 
average  coliform  counts.  Although  average  counts  appear 
higher  than  usual  this  year,  it  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as 
indicating  any  general  lowering  of  Lake  quality.  Rather,  it 
should  be  kept  in  mind  that  this  year's  sampling  was  pur- 
posely prejudiced  by  the  choice  of  sampling  time  designed 
to  uncover  sources  of  pollution  not  detected  under  the  usual 
conditions  of  random  sampling  during  each  of  the  three 
summer  months.  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  the  average 
yearly  counts  are  calculated  from  the  sum  of  counts  from 
both  low  and  high  usage  periods  of  any  one  summer. 

As  in  the  past,  all  samples  were  tested  following  the 

membrane  filter  technique  as  set  forth  in  Standard  Methods 
for  the  Examination  of  Water  and  Wastewater,  published  by 
the  American  Public  Health  Association,  American  Water 
Works  Association,  and  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Foun- 
dation.

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Radio  Communication  Equipment  .  .  . 

The  Town  of  Newbury  now  has  a  part  of  a  new  radio 
communication  system  installed  and  at  work.  A  new  wave 
length  has  been  assigned  by  the  FCC  to  make  possible  a 
system  that  can  unite  the  Police,  Fire,  Forest  Fire  and  High- 
way Departments. 

The  old  equipment  still  in  use  is  all  over  ten  years  old 
and  confined  to  a  wave  length  that  does  not  permit  such 
inter-communication  among  the  Departments. 

Funds  for  this  purchase  were  provided  from  Civil  De- 
fense, Police  and  Forest  Fire  appropriations. 

Articles  14  and  15  will  provide  protable  units  needed 
towards  completing  the  systems. 

Sewer  Extension  .  .  . 

Our  summer  neighbors  owning  property  along  Bowles 
Road  from  the  end  of  the  present  sewer  lines  in  Blodgett 
Landing  to  and  including  Coleman  Point  have  petitioned 
an  extension  of  the  sewer  systems  to  serve  each  property. 

Revaluation  .  .  . 

The  Selectmen  recommend  that  a  complete  appraisal 
of  all  property  within  the  Town  of  Newbury  be  made  by 
the  State  Tax  Commission. 

Th  work  can  be  scheduled  for  1969;  the  cost  will  be 
about  $8.50  per  parcel  based  on  today's  costs;  payment  can 
be  made  over  a  three  year  period;  and  valuations  will  be 
determined  at  100%  of  current  values. 

It  is  important  that  a  complete  review  of  property  be 
made  periodically  by  outside  professional  appraisers  to 
insure  equalized  valuations  throughout  the  Town. 

An  Article  in  the  Warrant  covers  this  work. 

FROM  STATE  TAX  COMMISSION 

NOTICE: 

"Revised  Statutes  Annotated  75:1  states:  "The  select- 
men shall  appraise  all  taxable  property  at  its  full  and  true 
value  in  money  as  they  would  appraise  the  same  in  payment 
of  a  just  debt  due  from  a  solvent  debtor,  and  shall  receive 
and  consider  all  evidence  that  may  be  submitted  to  them 
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relative  to  the  value  of  property,  the  value  of  which  cannot 
be  determined  by  personal  examination." 

This  provision  is  the  only  legal  basis  upon  which  all  tax- 
able property  should  be  appraised  for  the  purposes  of  taxa- 
tion and  upon  which  all  taxes  should  be  assessed.  The  courts 
have  determined  that  the  phrase  "full  and  true  value"  means 
sale  value,  or  the  price  the  property  would  sell  for  in  a  fair 
market  between  a  willing  buyer  and  a  willing  seller;  i.  e.,  a 
buyer  who  would  buy  but  does  not  have  to  buy  and  a  seller 
who  would  sell  but  does  not  have  to  sell  where  the  seller 
attempts  to  obtain  the  highest  price  possible  and  the  buyer 
tries  to  purchase  for  the  least  amount.  It  does  not  mean  an 
inflated  value  nor  a  deflated  value  but  the  price  which  the 
property  would  bring  at  a  normal  sale  on  April  first,  the 
date  of  assessment. 

The  fact  that  a  property  owner  makes  no  use  of  avail- 
able municipal  services  or  facilities  such  as  police,  fire  or 
schools,  has  no  bearing  upon  the  value  of  his  property.  Lack 
of  services  such  as  rubbish  collection,  street  lights,  side- 
walks, repair  and  maintenance  of  private  roads,  etc.,  if  af- 
fecting the  value  of  property  would  presumably  be  reflected 
in  the  selling  price.  Because  such  services  are  not  available 
is  not  sufficient  reason  to  appeal  for  abatement. 

The  fact  that  a  person  has  performed  his  own  labor  upon 
his  property  or  that  low  quality  or  used  material  entered 
into  the  construction  of  a  building  has  no  bearing  on  its 
worth  other  than  it  affects  the  sale  value  of  the  property. 
The  test  is  not  what  the  property  cost  but  what  it  would  sell 
for  in  a  fair  market  on  the  date  of  assessment,  namely  April 
first  in  each  year.  The  amount  a  person  paid  to  purchase  a 
piece  of  property,  while  evidence  to  be  considered,  is  not 
conclusive  of  its  value.  A  person  may  have  paid  more  or  less 
than  the  property  is  worth. 

Property  values  change  from  time  to  time.  Economic 
and  social  conditions  affect  the  value  of  property  and  these 
are  reflected  in  the  sale  value.  The  fact  that  such  changed 
economic  or  social  conditions  increase  the  values  of  proper- 
ties and  thereby  increase  the  taxes  and  work  an  inconven- 
ience or  actual  hardship  upon  the  owners  may  not  be  con- 
sidered in  the  appraisal  of  property  and  assessment  of  taxes. 
All  property  is  to  be  appraised  upon  the  basis  of  its  value  for 
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the  use  for  which  is  best  adapted,  regardless  of  the  actual 
use  being  made  of  the  property.  It  is  possible  that  some  types 
of  property  because  of  economic  conditions  have  increased 
in  value  to  a  greater  extent  than  others  and  if  because  of 
this  the  assessment  on  a  property  is  increased  by  a  larger 
percentage  than  on  others  this  is  not  sufficient  reason  to  ap- 
peal for  abatement. 

Before  one  complains  about  the  appraised  value  of  his 
property  he  should  consider  the  price  for  which  it  might  sell 
if  it  were  placed  on  the  market.  If  he  is  unfamiliar  with  the 
values  or  sales  prices  of  similar  properties  in  the  town,  he 
might  possibly  discuss  the  matter  with  someone  familiar 
with  such  values. 

If  a  person  feels  that  the  appraisal  of  his  property  is 
greater  than  the  price  at  which  he  could  sell  it  if  it  were 
placed  on  the  market  he  has  a  basis  for  asking  for  a  review 
of  the  value  by  the  tax  commission. 

Comparison  by  the  owner  of  the  value  placed  on  his 
property  with  other  selected  individual  properties  is  not  a 
sound  basis  for  asking  for  a  review.  The  legal  test  is  whether 
the  property  of  the  complainant  is  assessed  at  a  higher  pro- 
portion of  its  value  than  all  property  generally  in  the  taxing 
district."

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newbury,  N.  H.,  in  the 
County  of  Merrimack  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  South  Newbury  on  Tuesday,  the  Twelfth  day  of  March, 
next  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  year  ensuing. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

Article  3.  To  hear  reports  of  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  re- 
lating thereto. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.

Ques.  Pollution  of  Lake  Sunapee,  what  provisions  are  made 
to  check  the  toilets  of  cabin  cruisers? 

The  Moderator,  Mr.  Milligan,  explained  that  Lake  Sunalpee 
is  State  waters  and  that  this  subject  would  have  to 
be  taken  up  with  Public  Utilities. 

Ques.  Regarding  old  State  road,  by  Katherine  Louis,  Lake 
Todd.  Is  it  abandoned  partially?  If  retained,  by 
whom?  Is  it  possible  to  buy?  Is  retained  portion 
changed? 

Moderator  asked  the  Selectmen  if  notice  had  been  received 
of  State  abandoning  it  and  its  reverting  to  Town. 

Mr.  Roberts  stated  that  as  yet  no  Notice  had  been  received.

SUBJECT:     Participation  In  Public  Health  Nursing  Pro- 
gram 

With  the  advent  of  the  Medicare  and  Medicaid  programs,  it 
should  be  pointed  out  that  in  order  for  the  Medicare  and 
Medicaid  patients  to  receive  the  home  benefits  due  them, 
that  the  town  in  which  they  live  must  have  the  services  of 
a  certified  Public  Health  Nursing  Service.  This  service  can 
only  be  obtained  by  the  town  voting  to  retain  the  services 
of  this  program.  This  can  be  done  in  the  following  manner :- 

1.  The  town  must  vote  to  partake  in  the  Area  Nursing/ 
Public  Health  Program. 

2.  The  town  must  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  nec- 
essary funds  to  support  this  program. 

May  we  respectfully  request  that  you  insert  an  article  in  the 
Town  Warrant  reading: 

"To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $300.00  to  become  a  participating  member  of 
the  Area  Public  Health  Nursing  Association.  This  Asso- 
ciation being  a  Certified  Public  Health  Association  as  speci- 
fied by  the  Medicare  program."  The  amount  mentioned  in 
the  proposed  article  is  arrived  at  by  using  the  Public  Health 
Service  formula  of  an  assessment  of  $1.00  per  capita.  This 
is  felt  to  be  the  minimum  contribution  for  participation.  If 
you  do  not  feel  that  you  can  insert  this  article  in  your  war- 
rant, would  you  be  so  kind  as  to  let  us  know  of  your  deci- 
sion, at  your  earliest  convenience?  Aside  from  the  obvious 
benefits  of  enabling  your  elderly  people  to  obtain  their  Med- 
icare benefits,  some  of  the  following  benefits,  less  obvious, 
are  as  follows :- 

1.  Public  Health  Nursing  for  ALL  residents,  regardless 
of  age,  Medicare  status,  or  economic  status. 

2.  Provides  home  care  for  all  specialized  cases; 

a.  Diabetes,    crippled   children,    terminal    cancer, 
chronic  diseases  of  all  types. 

b.  Provides   education   to  these  patients  so  that 
they  may  become  more  self  sufficient. 
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3.  Provides  Post-Natal  care  in  priority  cases.  Such  as 
premature  infants,  birth  defects,  mothers  requiring 
special  attention. 

4.  Conducts  immunization  clinics. 

5.  In  general,  tries  to  promote  good  general  health  in- 
structions within  the  home  wherever  needed,  or  re- 
quested. 

6.  Will  assist  the  Town  Health  Officer  in  control  of  com- 
municable diseases  and  other  Town  Health  problems. 

Should  any  of  these  points  not  be  clear,  or  if  you  should 
have  further  questions  on  this  program,  feel  free  to  contact 
the  Area  Public  Health  Association  and  either  the  Public 
Health  Nurse  or  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  will  be 
most  happy  to  attend  a  meeting  with  you,  at  your  conven- 
ience, to  discuss  this  with  you. 

May  we  urge  your  cooperation  on  this  matter.

(reported  by  D.  W.  Richards,  M.  D.,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Water  Purity) 

In  behalf  of  the  Lake  Sunapee  Protective  Association, 
I  am  writing  to  ask  your  assistance  and  collaboration  in  a 
matter  that  we  consider  vital  to  the  welfare  of  our  commun- 
ity, namely,  the  purity  of  Lake  Sunapee  water. 

Specifically,  we  should  like  to  recommend  for  your  con- 
sideration, the  appointment,  by  each  of  the  three  towns  bor- 
dering on  Lake  Sunapee,  of  assistant  health  officers,  who 
will  make  regular  inspection,  during  the  summer  months, 
of  the  sewage  disposal  facilities  of  all  properties  on  the  lake 
shore;  as  well  as  the  condition  of  inlets  and  other  waters 
draining  into  the  lake. 

As  I  am  sure  you  know,  in  1965  the  Protective  Associa- 
tion, under  the  guidance  of  Professor  Rolf  Eliasson  of  M.I.T., 
one  of  our  summer  residents,  initiated  a  program  of  testing 
of  Lake  Sunapee  water  for  the  numbers  of  coliform  bacilli 
present,  at  a  number  of  representative  points  on  the  lake 
in  the  summer  months.  The  initial  tests  revealed  serious 
pollution  at  Blodgett's  Landing.  The  source  was  found 
where  open  surface  drainage  of  sewage  ran  into  the  lake. 
This  situation  was  promptly  taken  care  of  by  the  town  of 
Newbury,  and  Blodgett's  water  has  since  had  an  excellent 
record. 

This  testing  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Association 
every  year  since;  in  recent  years  by  Dr.  Donald  Bent  of 
Colby  College  in  New  London.  There  has  been  a  slight  but 
progressive  worsening  of  the  coliform  counts  in  Georges 
Mills  and  Sunapee  Harbor.  The  counts  have  been  satisfac- 
torily low  in  other  areas. 

This  enterprise  in  the  public  interest  has  been  paid  for 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  Protective  Association,  in  the  amount 
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of  $350  annually;  which  represents  a  sizeable  fraction  of  the 
Association's  total  budget. 

Coming  to  the  specific  problem  of  the  need  for  regular 
inspection  of  existing  sewage  disposal  facilities  bordering  on 
the  lake,  I  should  like  to  first  express  again  my  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  board  of  selectmen  of  Sunapee,  New  Lon- 
don, and  Newbury,  who  met  with  me  at  Sunapee  on  July  29. 
I  learned  at  this  meeting,  among  other  things,  that  at  pres- 
ent an  existing  sewage  disposal  facility  is  examined  by  the 
Town  Health  Officer  only  upon  receiving  a  complaint,  and 
that  the  Health  Officer's  responsibility  to  the  town  and  the 
state  does  not  extend  beyond  the  examination  of  such  in- 
dividual facility,  and  reporting  to  the  state  the  results  of 
such  examination.  I  was  also  informed  that  the  new  state 
legislation  providing  for  regulation  of  sewage  disposal  sys- 
tems, applies  only  to  new  building  or  renovation,  but  not  to 
existing  systems.  It  was  the  sense  of  our  meeting,  as  I  un- 
derstood it,  that  a  more  complete  inspection  of  existing  fac- 
ilities would  be  desirable;  and  I  was  referred,  for  further 
information  and  advice,  to  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Sup- 
ply and  Pollution  Control  Commission  in  Concord. 

This  I  did,  and  had  a  most  interesting  and  profitable 
meeting  with  Mr.  R.  P.  Grossman,  of  this  Commission,  in 
Concord  on  August  3.  I  also  consulted  Mr.  Grossman  again, 
by  telephone,  on  August  23.  The  essential  features  of  the 
information  and  advice  which  Mr.  Grossman  gave  me  are 
as  follows: 

I.  The  serious  consequences  of  sewage  pollution  of  a 
fresh  water  lake  are:  (a)  human  bacteria  (as  measured  by 
coliform  counts),  and  (b)  scum  formation. 

(a)  Human  bacteria  are  destroyed  by  adequate  sep- 
tic tank  and  fields,  or  other  proper  sewage  systems  placed 
at  sufficient  distance  from  the  lake. 

(b)  Scum  formation  is  actually  a  heavy  overgrowth 
of  normally  occurring  algae,  a  vegetable  growth  in  fresh 
water.  Such  overgrowth  tends  to  occur  in  shallow,  warm 
water,  relatively  stagnent,  such  as  small  ponds,  or  bays  or 
inlets  of  deep  water  lakes.  It  is  nourished  and  fostered  by 
all  forms  of  sewage  draining  into  the  water,  especially  when 
detergents  (all  detergents)  are  used;  since  these  provide 
phosphates,  which  are  an  essential  nutrient  for  algae  growth. 
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Obviously,  if  raw  sewage  runs  into  the  lake,  the  situation  is 
much  aggravated.  When  scum  formation  has  once  started, 
it  is  difficult  to  get  rid  of.  Mr.  Grossman  cited  the  serious 
problem  of  Kezar  Lake,  and  other  nearby  lakes.  The  only 
way  at  present  known  to  get  rid  of  algae  overgrowth  is  to 
pour  in  large  amounts  of  copper  sulfate.  This  may  kill  large 
numbers  of  fish,  or  even  ail  the  fish  in  the  water. 

That  this  problem  not  only  threatens  but  actually  exists 
at  Lake  Sunapee  can  be  seen  now  in  the  brook  that  runs  into 
the  lake  just  south  of  Soo  Nipi  Park  Lodge.  Here,  suddenly 
a  few  weeks  ago,  appeared  a  heavy  layer  of  fetid  scum, 
which  is  now  emptying  into  the  lake.  Evidently  the  sewage 
disposal  system  of  the  old  hotel,  over  a  period  of  seventy 
years  or  more,  has  so  impregnated  the  drainage  area  of  the 
brook  that  it  is  still  feeding  the  brook,  and  heavy  over- 
growth of  algae  has  suddenly  appeared. 

I  give  the  above  in  some  detail  to  illustrate  the  potential 
seriousness  of  our  problem,  and  the  need  to  do  everything 
possible,  now,  to  clear  up  inadequate  sewage  disposal  on  the 
lake  wherever  indicated. 

II.  As  to  the  provisions  of  an  inspection  system,  Mr. 
Grossman  was  very  encouraging.  He  does  not  feel  that  this 
would  be  either  difficult  or  expensive.  He  suggests  the  fol- 
lowing steps. 

1.  Assistant  Health  Officer.  It  is  recommended  that 
each  of  the  three  towns  establish  the  position  of  Assistant 
Health  Officer,  to  serve  during  the  summer  months  only. 
Mr.  Grossman  believes  that  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in 
obtaining  such  an  appointment  from  the  State,  upon  recom- 
mendation from  the  Town,  according  to  the  same  procedure 
as  that  employed  for  the  appointment  of  Town  Health  Of- 
ficer. 

2.  Duties  of  Assistant  Health  Officer.  The  duties  of 
this  officer  would  be  to  examine  successively,  the  sewage 
disposal  facilities  of  all  properties  bordering  on  the  lake 
within  his  township,  and  of  the  inlets  and  brooks  emptying 
into  the  lake.  When  indicated  he  would  take  samlpies  of 
lake  and  inlet  water,  to  be  tested  for  conform  count  and  for 
phosphate  concentration.  He  would  report  all  unsatisfactory 
or  doubtful  conditions  to  the  State  Water  Supply  and  Pol- 
lution Control  Commission;  which  would  then  further  in- 
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spect,  and  take  necessary  action. 

3.  Employment.  It  is  suggested  that  Sunapee,  with  the 
longer  shore  line,  could  employ  one  man  for  July  and  Au- 
gust; New  London  and  Newbury  might  share  one  man,  to 
serve  one  town  in  July,  the  other  in  August.  As  an,  estimate 
if  one  man  made  8  inspections  per  day,  in  9  weeks  he  could 
cover  about  360  properties. 

4.  Salary.  For  a  student  or  graduate  student,  Mr. 
Grossman  thought  that  this  would  be  in  the  range  of  $90  to 
$100  per  week  (this  being  what  they  get  elsewhere) ;  for  an 
older  person,  such  as  a  high-school  teacher  or  retired  sani- 
tary officer,  somewhat  higher  but  not  greatly  so. 

5.  Instruction.  Mr.  Grossman  said  that  his  Commission 
would  be  willing  to  give  the  necessary  instruction  to  these 
officers,  to  enable  them  to  make  the  inspections  and  testings. 

6.  Testing.  The  Commission  would  provide  sampling 
equipment,  and  would  carry  out  the  laboratory  tests  in  their 
laboratories  in  Concord. 

7.  Recruitment.  The  Protective  Association  would  be 
glad  to  make  inquiries,  if  the  Selectmen  wish,  and  refer  pos- 
sible candidates  to  them. 

III.  Role  of  the  Protective  Association.  We  are  greatly 
interested  in  this,  both  as  a  short  term  and  long  term  effort, 
for  the  preservation  and  protection  of  the  purity  of  our  lake 
water.  At  this  time  we  do  not  have  funds  for  more  than  the 
continuation  of  our  regular  testing  of  lake  water,  which,  as 
stated,  comes  to  $350  a  year. 

We  are  especially  interested  in  keeping  careful  records 
of  all  information  obtained,  and  would  hope  that  we  could 
work  with  the  assistant  health  officer  in  establishing  and 
keeping  such  records. 

If  in  any  other  ways  the  Protective  Association  can  be 
of  help,  please  be  assured  that  we  should  be  glad  to  do  so.
